Meacham, Judge T. J. Mor- 
row, of Christian county, J. S. Stir- 
man of Daviess county,*S. D. Cooke 
of Hopkins county, T. H. Beverly of 
Henderson couutv, D. H. Hughes of 
Union county, and S. V. Dixon 
Webster county. 

The meeting" was called to order by 
Chas. M. Meacham, Chairman, and 
organized for busings with Chas. M. 
Meacnam in the chair and D. H. 
Hughes as Secretary. The object of 
the meeting being stated by the Chair- 
man to be to fix the time aud manner 
for nominating a Democratic candi 
date for Representative in the next 
Congress ot the United States; it was 
upon a motion ordered that upon the 
first day of August, 1890, at 2 o'clock 
p. m. th'ere shall be held in each vot- 
ing precinct of the second congress- 
ional district of Kentucky at the us- 
ual votiug places, a convention of the 
democratic voters thereof to express 
"their choice of a candidate for Con- 
gress. And delegates shall be appoint- 
ed to meet at the county seats of 
their respective Counties on the fifth 
day of August, 1896, for the purpose 
of appointing delegates to the district 
convention to beheld ut Madisonville 
on the tenth day of August, 1896, at 
10 o'clock a. m. 

Each voting precinct shall be al- 
lowed one delegate in the county con 
vention for each 50 votes and fraction 
over 25 cast for P. W. Hardin, candi- 
date for Governor in 1895, provided 
that each precinct shall have at least 
one delegate in the county conven- 
tion. In the appointment of delegates 
to the district convention to be held 
at Madisonville, each candidate shall 
be allowed bis proportion of the del- 
egate vote of the county according to 
his vote in the county conventions. 

The representation of the several 
counties in the district convention 
shall be fixed upon the basis of one 
delegate vote for each 200 votes and 
fraction over 100 cast for P. W. Har 
din in 1895.

a. Ky., July 20.— One of 
lisastrous conflagrations 
that has visited Henderson in recent 
years broke out this morning at 2 
("clock and in an hour's time did 
damage to the extent of nearly ?200- 
000. The Barrett house and the Py- 
thian building were totally distroyed 
and nothing was saved from either of 
the structures. 

About 1 :30 o'clock the fire depart- 
ment was called to Winstead's dis- 
tillery on Second street, where a stub- 
born fire was raging. While the en- 
department was at work upon 
the distillery, flames were seen issu- 
ing from the Parke theater drug 
hree-quarters of a mile 
from the distillery. The fire depart- 
ment at once turning its attention te 
the fire in Pythian building, but the 
flames had gained such headway that 
the building could not be saved, and 
it, with all of its contents, was burned 
to the ground. The flames spread 
with great rapidity and in a few min- 
utes the Barrett house was ablaze. 
The efforts of the fire were unavailing 
and the fine hotel was soon in ruins. 

A cottage belonging to J. F. Ful- 
ler, which is just south of the Pyth- 
ian building, was ignited and de- 
stroyed by the flames before any of 
the contents could be carried out. 

The flames spread to the two-story 
house belonging to the Barret estate, 
which lies just weet of the Barret 
house. The household goods were, 
saved, but the building, valued at 
$1,500, was totally destroyed. 

The loss on the Pythian building, 
with its contents, cannot now be esti- 
mated, nor can it for several days. 
The building was constructed in 1894 
at a cost of 180,000. It was insured 
for nearly that amount. It was occu- 
pied by the Parke theatre, the West- 
ern Lnion Telegraph offices, the 
Parke theatre drug store and by a 
number of law offices, including "that 
of Yeaman & Lockett, in which were 
valuable libraries. Not a dollar's 
worth of property tvp.s saved. The 
flames had enveloped the entire struc- 
ture before any material assistance 
arrived and nothing could be done, 
save trying to prevent the spreading 
of the flames. 

The lawyers and business men who 
had their headquarters in the Pythian 
building will suffer almost a total 
lose, as only a few cf the tenants car- 
ried insurance The Parke theatre 
drug store is owned bv Wm. Dixon.

"There will never be as large 
whales in the ocean as then; were 30 
years ago," said Capt. Reynolds of 
the water works, to an Omaha (Neb.) 
World- Herald reporter, and whiln it 
Is the proper thing for u man to 
affirm that "there never will be any 
days like the old days," yet in this, 
c|ge_.lhe .c_aptfljj|Jiad the burden of 

"Why will there never be? Be- 
cause, the big ones have all been 
killed off and whalers will not let the 
young ones alone^ long cnoughto al- 
low them £o grow Tip Suppose 
Khowles, the California whaler, 
hears that he can make $30,000 or 
$40,000 in a couple of months by 
sending one of his ships up north. 
He will send it, of course. 

"The days of sperm whaling are 
practically over. Thirty years ago 
It was not unusual to kill a whale 
•which would give 300 barrels of K 
but now a 100-barrel whale is count- 
od a large one. " 

"How does the whaling now com- 
pare with what it was a quarter of a 
century ago?" 

"There are not more than one- 
third of the boats now that there 
were then. When minora' qI] waa 
discovered it took the place of sperm 
because it was, and still is, so much 
cheaper. There always will be a 
certain demand for the latter on ac- 
count of its excellent qualities, but 
the demand will not be great Still 
a man can make a living at sperm 
whaling— a living but not a fortune, 
as lie could a few years ago. 

"The only money that can 
made in this line now is in 'bow head' 
and 'right' whales. The former are 
found in the ice of the arctic 
the latter in the cold water between 
the ice and the warm water in which 
the sperm are found. These are 
killed for the bone, and there will be 
a demand for them until a substitute 
can be found for whalebone The 
government has been trying to find 
one for years, but never has sue 
ceeded. In the meantime the prio 
whalebone has gone up from 
twenty-five cents to six dollars

WHALE ON A CABLE. 

The Insulation Damaged by the Flounder- 
ing of the Big Flab. 

Submarine cablea are usually 
bedded in the slimy bottom of 
ocean, but at certain points they 
like wire bridges over deep subm 
valleys, so that whales and other 
inhabitants of the deep may be 
dangerous to the eable. Once in ai 

the cable that becomes dangerous 
to the whales, as recently shown in ai 
sn^ _to tKe vejtcm Crazjliaj 
There was some Trouble wit! 
s, and after many futile efforts 
lie seat of the trouble was discoverex 
3 miies north of Santa Catharina. Thi 
'pair ship Viltfnfr was sent to re pal 
damage, and bejran to take up the 
cable near where the seat of trouble 
had been located. After the cable 
proper had been grappled and 

the large drums provided 
for the purpose it was found that 
floated very much easier and was nic 
buoyant than was ordinarily the cui 
The reason was discovered when in 
loop of the cable the carcass of a whale 
of more than 60 feet in length came up 
with it. It appears that the whale 
had become caught under tiie cabfe, 
and, not being able to lift, it nor to go 
forward or back, it suffocated, since 
it could no more rise to the surface, 
its last spasms or attempts to free 
self the whale had damaged the cable 
so that the insulation was rubbed off 
and the wire became useless. This 
the third case of the kind, since ash 
ipened in the Persian 
t>n the Peruvian coast.

I have seen a whale that was 
worth $30,000, but an ordinary i 
?ive only about 2,000 pounds, 
seen them when they gave 6,00( 
iKM) pounds. Whales are grow 
ing smaller year by year and never 
will be as large as they formerly 
were unless there Is a substitute for 
whalebone found. Sperm are i 
creasing during the lastfew years. 

"Rut the whaling business isi 
what it used to be. Few new boats 
are being built for that purpose, 
those which have been built are 
ing to pieces at the rate of fi 
year. One year 33 were crushed by 
the ice in one fleet, and another 
year 13 were wrecked. 

'There are a good many whales 
up in the Russian waters, but that 
government will not allow us to kill 
hem, and the Russians are no 
vhalers. The Yankee is the best 
whaler in the world, and the Scotch- 
men come next to him. C 

could go up into Russian waters, 
but the government will not allow a 
hale to be killed within 15 miles of 
ind, and it is along shore that they 
re found. 

"Whales travel around the world, 
hey go around the Cape Horn, 
topping at feeding places such as 
if Falkland islands. Sperm whalers 
ave been the best explorers the 
world has over liad, and they have 
found out more about the islands of 
the southern seas than any other 
people." 

The captain followed the sea for 
30 years, and many a time now his 
heart wanders off toward the Arctic 
ocean, and he wishes that he could 
go back among tho ice Qoes for one 
more exciting voyage. How many 
wrecks he has been in be did not say, 
but his description of odo north of 
Point Barrow was enough to satisfy 
a common man. This occurred July 
8, 1882, when he was out on a whal- 
ing expedition in the White Star. 
There is a reef about 50 miles out 
from the mainland, which makes a 
good landing place for icebergs. 

The ship had been in the snow- 
storm for weeks, drifting with the 
current, stuck in a pack of ice. The 
icebergs lodged on this reef were 100 
feet high. The floe shut the ship in 
and ground it to pieces against the 
icebergs. The water just outside 
the reef wis 300 feet deep 

There were 46 men on board, 6 of 
whom had been rescued from an- 
other wreck. They saved 40 pounds 
of bread each, and some extra foot- 
gear and started to bunt for land on 
foot 

"How did you feel when the ship 
went to pieces?" was asked of the 
captain. 

'That was a place to test men," 
replied. "Some were full of 
courage and as contented as if on 
board ship. Others wanted to lie 
down and dfe. They said: 'What is 
the use of dragging a kiad across the 
ice only to die in the end?' If the 
rest had allowed them to do as they 
wished, not one of us would ever

Some time ago Sir Francis Scott 
deposited at the offices of the crown 
agents for the colonies such of the 
gold and jewels belonging to King 
Prempeh as the British were able to 
lay hands upon and to bring to Eng- 
land in respect of the war indemnity 
due from Ashanti in connection with 
the recent and former expedition to 
Coomassie. 

Such rare and curious examples of 
barbaric skill and splendor often 
have a value of their own far in ex- 
licated by the weight 
of the precious metals of which they 
posed. The whole collection, 
however, is far smaller than that 
brought home after the Ashanti 
war, some specimens of which are to 
be found at the Imperial institute 
and British museum, while other ar- 
of to dealers in 
curiosities, and the residue of the 
ornaments went to the smelling pot. 

It was, said the crown agsnt, a 
notable fact that, whereas the former 
jewels were all of solid, heavy gold, 
those brought home as the result of 
the more recent expedition were 
mostly Hollow and censequehtiyrnuch 
less valuable, aithotr-h composed of 
the purest gold. The most striking 
feature of the collection is a crwn,. 
probably that worn Oy the monarch. 
The body of this crown, is made of 
antelope skin and the inner liniag is 
How silk or plush. On 
each side is a lapef apparen try- in- 
tended to meet below the chin and 
fasten there. The ornaments upon 
this curious- headdress are of pure 
soft gold, and they comprise repre- 
sntations of human heads, jaw- 
bones and Hons, the wftole being- sur- 
mounted by. two goats' horns of 
gold. Much of the treasure con- 
sists of component parts -of necklaces, 
waistbands, etc., but Sir Montagu 
called special attention to what is 
presumed to be the badge of office of 
tbe public executioner- at Coomassie. 
At the top and bottom off this 
strange ornament are- representa- 
tions of human bodies. without heads, 
and in the center is the executioner 
with his drawn sword 1 or execution 
knife in his hand. AMI these figures 
are of goldl and the badge,, which is 
of hide, in. provided with strings by 
which it was fastened upon the 
breast. There is also an execution 
knife or sword, slightly curved, with 
its cutting edge on the inside The 
appears to have done much 
The handle, like those of 
most of the swords and knives in the 
collection, is clothed with leopard 
skin and terminates in a huge golden 
ball. -Lo ndon Times.

IMPERIAL GOVERNMENT. 

Argument of the Advoca'es of This 
System of AdminJitration. 

However costly, directly or indi- 
rectly, an imperial system of admin- 
istration may be, its advocates find 
a redeeming feature in the advan- 
tages to be gained through a com- 
mercial connection with colonies and 
protectorates. If these dependencies 
cannot contribute directly to the 
maintenance of a navy, or to the 
current expenses of the home gov- 
ernment, they may at least yield to 
the merchants and people the profits 
of a commerce and of a carrying 
trade. The chief support of the im- 
perii! view, says Harper's Weekl; 
has been arguments based upon 
trade. 

The most striking instance of com- 
mercial enterprise has been the his- 
tory of Great Britain. The imports 
into the United Kingdom, of mer- 
chandise and bullion, in a single 
year, are valued at $2,175,000,000. 
The exports are valued at $1,186,- 
000,000. The total commercial 
movement of the United Kingdom in 
a normal year would be $3,361,000,- 
000, or nearly double the commercial 
movement of the United States in its 
foreign trade. If we exclude the 
precious metals, and confine our at- 
tention to merchandise, it is found 
that less than one-fourth of the im- 
ports are received from British pos- 
sessions, including protectorates, 
and a little more than one-fourth 
of the exports are sent to these pos- 
sessions. Taking the whole empire, 
with an annual trade of $5,355,000,- 
the United Kingdom enjoys 
$875,000,000 with her colonies, or 
about one-sixth. Assuming that the 
net profit on the transactions con- 
fined to the United Kingdom would 
be five per cent on the value of the 
Imports and exports, a return of 
about $50,006,000 would represent; 
the benefit immediately obtained 
from the trade of the colonies. To 
this must be added the freights on 
the carriage of goods, which would 
be equivalent to another ten per 
cent., making a total of $100,000, 
000. 

Great Britain has, secured this 
commercial ascendency by a policy 
which to other and competing coun- 
tries has always seemed ruinously 
liberal. The United Kingdom repre- 
sents to-day the greatest of free 
markets, and is the distributing 
center for all Europe in raw ma- 
terials of indnstry. As a distribu- 
ting center its influence has waned, 
for the tendency of modern com- 
merce is more and more towards di- 
rect lines of trade, rather than 
through entrepot and distributing 
ports. The same policy would have 
been almost as efficacious had Eng- 
land been without a colonial system, 
provided what are now her colonies 
had not fallen into the possession of 
other European powers, all too ready 
to apply a system of differential 
duties or of monopoly trade. It has 
been suggested that England divide 
her political responsibilities, giving 
greater autonomy to India, and mak- 
ing her new African possessions a 
part of a great Indian empire. Such 
a scheme has many political points 
in its favor; and commercially it 
would not affect the dominance of 
English interests in the trade of the 
world, for England would still re- 
main the great commission merchant 

the civilized world. To this her 
merchant marine, her banking fa- 
cilities, and her almost universal 
business connections have largely 
contributed, and will continue to 
contribute. 

A New Find. 

At Austerfield, near Bawtry, in 
Yorkshire, one of the two villages 
from which the Pilgrim Fathers 
came, a row of Norman arches has 
been discovered in perfect preserva- 
tion, but built upon the wall of the 
village church. The church is very 
small, the chancel being 12 feet wide 
and the rest of the church 18 feet. 
It has a splendid Norman doorway 
and an ancient font, which recently 
was used as a drinking trough for 
cattle. ■

Bedtime- to Bedtime. 

This is how thr pope spends a day 
his busy life. When 4hf> great 
sell of St Peter's strikes seven, Cen- 
tra, his valet, noiselessly glides into 
the bedroom,, a large square room 
simply furnished, ami, opening the 
svindows, wishes his holiness- good 

orning. 

Having finished his toilet arith 
Centra's aid, his holiness, kneels on a 
velvet cushion and recites the 
prayers ante-missam. He then 
passes into the next room, which he 
has transformed into on oratory, and 
there celebrates mass with a grave, 
majestic voice and gestures, foil of 
patriarchal dignity. Occasionally 
wme privileged persons are admitted 
to this matutinal celebration, which 
lasts about three-quarters of an 
hour. After hearing another mass, 
celebrated by one of his domestic 
prelates, the pope retires to his 
study, where the faithful Centra is 
in waiting with a cup of consomme 
and some chocolate pastilles. After 
this light collation his holiness goes 
into the library, where he receives 
some favored pilgrims. 

Sitting down before a large table, 
his auguiar, thin countenance lighted 
by a strange, indefinable smile, 
which only half conceals the grave 
austerity and thoughtful expression 
of the intellectual face, he talks fa- 
miliarly, with a majestic and father- 
ly benevolence, to the visitors. But 
if the latter have incurred his dis- 
pleasure, the inflexible severity with 
which he receives the offenders is 
very impressive. He speaks Ger- 
man, English and Spanish fluently, 
and the pilgrims of different na- 
tionalities are astonished to hear his 
holiness address them In their own 
languago and discuss the leading 
topics of their countries. For tho 
august prisoner of the Vatican reads 
many papers, and is au courant of 
of all the chances and changes of the 
busy world. 

After dismissing his visitors Leo 
XIII. begins the work of the day. 
His first task consists in retouching 
and altering the work of yesterday, 
for the pontiff is a great stylist, and 
polishes his productions till they 
satisfy his fastidious taste. A few 
pinches of snuff help to revive his 
ideas. At ten precisely these liter- 
ary labors are interrupted by the 
secretary of state. Cardinal Ram- 
polla, with whom his holiness peruses 
the political correspondence brought 
by the morning mail. After care- 
fully examining the documents and 
giving orders to his minister, the in- 
defatigable pontiff attends to his 
home affairs; namely to the adminis- 
tration of the Vatican. Leo XIII. is 
not a miser, but he knows and ap- 
preciates the value of money. 

At 12 the present pope takes a 
simple repast, consisting usually of 
an omelette, a roll and some of the 
sheep's milk cheese made at his na- 
tive Carpineto. A single glass of 
red Wine Is drunk during the meal. 
After taking a little exercise in the 
Loggia of Raphael, ho is carried in a 
portantina of red silk by two stalwart 
bearers dressed In the same flaming 
livery through the library and the 
Corte della Pigna into the garden, 
where he enters his carriage and 
drives down the alleys of oak and 
ilex trees escorted by an officer of 
the noble guards and two gendarmes. 
His holiness usually alights near the 
Cascata dell 'Aqulla and, leaning on 
his stick, inspects the fine vineyard, 
in which he takes more real interest 
than in all the marbles of the Vat- 
ican. 

Toward dusk the pontiff leaves his 
retinue and goes quite alone into the 
colossal tower of the Citta Leonina, 

tower whose walls are three 
meters in thickness, and which dates 
from the time of Charlemagne, No 

a, not even Centra, knows what 

i holiness does in that solitary 
dungeon, and no one has as yet been 
allowed to penetrate the mystery. 
Perhaps the aged pontiff indulges in 
a little nap; perhaps he meditates 
over the colossal projects of his am- 
bitious mind. It is certain that 
much of his literary work is done in 
this vast square room. At sunset 
he returns to his apartment, and, 
after reciting the rosary with his 
domestio prelates, sits down again 
before his writing table, and works 
obstinately till 12.— London Daily 
News. "

(or figures thought to be fabulous by 
many) of American product or manu- 
facture used to be those of the com 
crop of the United States, exceed- 
ing 1,000,000,000 bushels a year and 
touching in 1893 the enormous total 
of 2,060,000,000. But these mam- 
moth figures of the production of 
corn in the United States are total- 
ly eclipsed by the figures of the 
cigarette manufacture, the total 
number of cigarettes made In this 
country tast year being 3,620,000,000. 

The total number of male persons 
the United States between the 
ages of 18 and 44 was returned by 
the last census as 13,130,000, but, 
adding those above 44 years of age 
and making allowance for the in- 
crease in population since IKK), it, is 
safe to say that there are 18,000^ 

000 men and boys of "cignrette- 
smoking" age in the United States, 
and this would give an average of 
200 cigarettes for each man and boy 
in the republic every year, provided, 
of course, that cigarette smoking 
was general instead of being as it is, 
restricted to a very small fraction, 
of the whole population, mostly in 
the cities and largs towns. 

The number of cigars njirij> 
turcd in the United States last year, 
including, of course-, those said to be- 
"imported," was 400,100,000, 
the head of all the states in the 
manufacture of these was Pennsyl- 
vania, New York coming second, 
C Ihio third, Illinois fourth and Flor- 
ida (Key West) fifth. It is. encowr- 
aging for New Yorkers to know 
that, although Pennsylvania made 
cigars than this state, New- 
York used more tobacco in hers. 
Kentucky raises an enormous amount 
ibacco, but it does- not cse very- 
much of it for manufacturing pur- 
poses, Kentucky tobacco being sent 
other states. The Kentucky to- 
bacco crop last year was liW^OOO.OOD 
pounds, of which less than 900,0*0. 
jwunds were manufacturer] in the 
. Connecticut, too, raises much 
tobacco and manufactures- Little 
Eighteen pounds of tobacco are- re- 
quired for 1,000 cigars and three- and; 

1 half pounds for 1,000 cigarettes. 
The consumption is an. axerage of 
200 cigarettes apiece a year for the 
whole male population. of the country
